REGISTERED IN THIS COUNTY 


The report of apportionment of re- 
ceipts from: the State Motor Vehicle 
Department, as submitted by Chas. 
J. Chenu, ehief of the division of mo- 
tor vehicles; shows. large increase 
in fees collected hy the department. 

In Contra Costa county «there “are 
6204 automobiles, 29 motorcycles and 
302 trucks. During thé past year 
‘there was paid to the state motor 
vehicle department for auto licenses 
from this ‘county the sum. of $66,- 
542.05. Of this amount $31, 203° will 
be returned to this county to be 
placed in the road funds, 

The money received for’ thé reg- 
istration of motor vehicles is divided, 
45 per cent to the county from which 
the motor vehicle is registered, for 
the construction and méintéMance of 
highways, 45 per cent to the state for 
repair and maintenance of highways, 
and 10 per cent to the Motor Ve- 
hicle Department to cover its oper- 
ating expenses. Apy unused | propor- 
tion of this 10 per cent remaining 
in the State Treasury after Janu- 
ary 3lst is again divided between 
the counties and the state,

While the Department receives 10 
per cent of all registration fees col- 
lected, many licenses are issued for 
which no fee whatever is paid. For 
instance, all cars owned by or oper- 
ated exclusively for the United States 
Government, City, County or State 
governments, or by Public Service. 
Vorporations taxed under the cor- 
poration liconse tax law are exempt 
from the motor vehicle license fee. 
In addition to this the departmeni hs 
ictued approximately seven hundred 
thousand cperatogs’ Hicense~ for 
wich no fee has been collected. The 
law specifies that such registrations 
shall be granted without fee.
